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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

When  the  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  was  organized  in  1939,  a 
hastily  formulated  'Articles  of  Association"  was  adopted  which  was  amended 
from  time  to  time  and  eventually  became  the  By-Laws.  The  CSNS  was 
incorporated  in  1955  but  has  never  had  a constitution. 

Last  year  a committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Fred  A.  Clarke  and 
William  Sheridan,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  CSNS  Secretary  they  have 
done  a magnificent  job.  We  will  have  a new  constitution  and  by-laws  to 
vote  on  at  the  Kansas  City  convention. 

There  are  not  too  many  radical  changes,  but  many  have  been  long  coming. 
The  constitution  agrees  with  our  corporate  charter,  and  an  attempt  is  being 
made  to  get  more  local  clubs  to  become  members  of  Central  States.  The 
number  of  Governors  has  not  been  decided  upon  but  one  suggestion  was  to 
get  local  clubs  (members  of  CSNS)  to  nominate  Governors  from  their  state 
to  be  voted  on  at  the  election.  The  term  of  office  has  been  extended  to  two 
years  because  past  experience  has  shown  that  officers  are  always  re-elected 
the  second  year.  The  life  membership  fee  has  been  moved  up  to  conform  to 
what  was  voted  on  when  the  life  membership  was  first  proposed.  Officers 
and  Governors  must  be  residents  of  the  Central  States  area  but  members 


are  acceptable  from  anywhere.  This  is  not  included  but  it  might  be  well  to 
have  wives  as  associate  members  at  a reduced  fee. 

All  these  changes  are  now  proposed  but  it  will  take  the  Society  in  conven- 
tion to  adopt  them.  You  are  urged  to  attend  the  business  meetings  and 
participate  in  the  formulation  of  the  new  constitution  and  by-laws. 

With  this  issue  of  THE  SENTINEL  you  will  receive  a copy  of  the  minutes 
of  the  Cincinnati  convention.  This  will  make  it  unnecessary  to  read  the 
minutes  at  the  convention.  Amendments  or  corrections  only  will  be  called  for. 
This  will  expedite  the  business  meeting.

COINS  FROM  SURPLUS  NAVY  COPPER 

As  a source  of  copper  for  coinage,  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Navy  Department  to  purchase  for  the  U.S.  mints  about  1,800,000  pounds 
of  cathode  copper  which  were  surplus  to  Navy's  needs,  at  about  five  cents 
per  pound  below  the  market  price.  Its  use  in  the  manufacture  of  minor  coins 
will  result  in  an  increase  of  approximately  $90,000.00  in  seignorage.

The  reverse  shows 
coat  of  arms  superimposed  on  breast  of  idealized  eagle  lower  center:  BA 
(indicating  Barcelona  minting)  at  left;  above  center  denomination.

THE  PRESERVATION  OF  COINS 
(Continued) 

You  remember  that  old,  worn  out,  much  abused  topic  about  how  to  keep 
your  uncirculated  and  proof  coins  in  brilliant  mint  condition?  I gave  you  a 
few  highlights  last  year  which  seemed  to  be  well  received  from  the  letters 
that  came  in. 

Not  all  of  us  are  chemists  by  profession,  not  even  the  writer,  but  with 
present  day  access  to  chemical  knowledge,  I wonder  and  wonder  why 
collectors  do  not  consider  chemistry  instead  of  just  convenience,  beauty, 
eye  appeal  and  so  on,  as  the  proper  approach  to  keep  that  mint  coin  in 
its  original  state  of  perfection.  There  is  a proper  place  for  every  cardboard 
display  holder  ever  brought  out  among  those  collectors  who  form  their 
collections  from  circulation,  but  I am  again  ' harping"  on  safety  for  your 
uncirculated  and  proof  coins. 

Every  collector  eventually  learns  that  all  paper  products  contain  sulphur 
except  anti-tarnish  tissue  that  tests  sulphur  free.  Likewise  in  this  day  of  plastics, 
there  are  many  beautifully  colored  platics  that  in  combination  with  oxygen 
affect  the  metal  of  a coin,  some  slightly,  and  some  a great  deal.  A brief 
review  of  some  plastics  in  common  use  today  for  various  forms  of  coin  pro- 
tection. Polyvinyl  acetate  hydrolyzes  to  yield  polyvinyl  alcohol  and  acetic 
acid.  The  vapor  is  dangerous  to  coins.  Saran  wrap  is  vinyldine  chloride-vinyl 
chloride  which  decomposes  to  yield  hydrochloric  acid,  the  vapor  again 
dangerous.  Cellulose  butyrate  acetate  is  cellulose  esterified  with  both  butyric 
and  acetic  anhydrides,  one  of  our  most  volatile  plastics,  and  rough  on  copper 
in  a short  time. 

There  are  more,  but  these  few  give  cause  for  thought.  Why  not  stay 
v/ith  the  known  safe  plastics:  ethylcellulose,  polystyrene  and  polyethylene? 
You  sleep  better  when  you  know  you're  safe.

ANOTHER  BOOK  IN  THE  WHITMAN  SERIES 

The  latest  numismatic  book  off  the  press  of  the  Whitman  Publishing  Co., 
Racine,  Wis.,  is  "An  Outline  of  Ancient  Greek  Coins,"  by  Zander  EL 
Klawans.  The  author  will  be  remembered  for  his  earlier  work  on  Roman 
coins,  also  published  by  Whitman. 

The  present  volume  is  of  208  pages,  fully  illustrated  with  good  halftone 
engravings  distributed  throughout  the  text  near  each  coin's  description. 
The  latter  consists  of  one  or  two  words  stating  the  main  features  on  both 
obverse  and  reverse,  name  of  the  town  and  modern  name  (if  any),  area  in 
which  located  and  period  or  date  of  the  given  coin. 

The  method  of  striking  ancient  coins  is  made  plain,  followed  by  a short 
discussion  of  denominations  and  historic  background  of  Greek  coinage.  The 
author  states  his  purpose  to  have  been  "a  book  for  those  who  were  setting 
forth  upon  a new  adventure  into  the  beauties  of  antiquity."  It  is.  The  price 
is  low  enough  ($3.50)  to  get  this  handsome  volume  into  the  hands  of  coin 
collectors  who  are  just  a little  tired  of  dates-and-mint  marks  and  who  are 
about  ready  to  take  the  step  into  the  long  ago. — EGB 
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CSNS-HANA  MEDAL 


A medal  has  been  struck  by  the  Heart  of  America  Numismatic  Association 
to  celebrate  its  twenty-fifth  anniversary  and  the  seventeenth  annual  conven- 
tion of  the  Central  States  Numismatic  Society. 

Bruce  D.  Busey,  artist  and  designer  of  the  medal,  was  born  in  Quenimo, 
Kans.,  and  spent  the  major  portion  of  his  life  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.  Busey 
began  his  art  training  at  the  Kansas  City  Junior  College  in  1954  and  extended 
his  education  in  this  field  at  the  University  of  Missouri. 

About  the  medal,  Busey  said:  "My  design  commemorating  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  HANA  was  a stimulating  challenge.  I tried  to  depict  the 
essence  of  coinage  and  its  relation  to  man,  subjectively  and  objectively.  On 
one  side  of  the  medal  I have  shown  the  first  hand  operated  coin  press  of 
the  United  States.  This  machine  was  a crude,  slow  device  which  stamped  the 
metal  into  a set  jig  and  thereby  produced  a coin.  The  other  face  of  the 
medal  shows  the  Liberty  Memorial  and  a skyline  of  Kansas  City.  This  repre- 
sents the  heart  of  the  association." 

The  medal  was  rendered  with  a simplicity  of  design  to  avoid  confusion 
and  stress  direct  communication.  A similarity  of  the  handling  of  the  elements 
of  this  medal  and  that  of  the  old  Roumanian  and  German  work  can  also  be 
seen.  The  medal  is  35  mm  in  diameter  and  was  struck  in  a nickel-silver  com- 
position. The  years  1934  and  1959  represent  the  number  of  years  for  which 
the  association  has  been  organized.  On  the  reverse  side  HANA  honors  the 
Central  States  Numismatic  Society  and  its  seventeenth  annual  convention, 
April  24,  25.  26. 

Of  the  500  struck,  HANA  members  may  purchase  one  each,  as  can 
officials  of  CSNS,  at  $1.75  per  medal.

THE  MOTTO  PAPER  MONEY 

On  July  9,  1957,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  began  printing 
the  new  1957  series  of  one  dollar  notes  bearing  the  inscription  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST,  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  Congress  approved  by  the 
President  on  July  I I,  1955  (31  USC  324a).  The  first  delivery  of  these  notes 
was  made  on  September  9,  1957,  and  formal  issuance  to  the  general  public 
was  made  on  October  I,  1957.  By  June  30,  1958,  the  Bureau  had  delivered 
a total  of  417,920,000  notes  of  this  series.  The  1957  series  is  the  first  of 
paper  money  on  which  this  inscription  has  appeared.

MINT  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  modernization  program  of  fhe  Philadelphia  Mint  was  continued  (during 
fiscal  year  1958)  with  the  installation  of  modernized  melting  and  rolling 
equipment.  Coinage  presses  transferred  to  the  Denver  Mint  from  San  Fran- 
cisco increased  the  number  of  presses  there  from  22  to  29.  Denver's  coinage 
production  thereby  increased  36.9  per  cent  with  an  increase  of  only  25  per 
cent  in  personnel.  Other  savings  at  Denver,  amounting  to  $11,650,  were 
obtained  by  remodeled  coin  storage  facilities;  improved  handling  of  coinage 
ingots  and  cut  blanks;  improved  transportation  of  silver  and  copper  from 
storage  to  make-up;  and  the  installation  of  X-ray  automatic  strip  gauge 
control. 


PRINTING  BUREAU  WHIPS  SOME  PROBLEMS 


The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  continues  to  improve  its  operations. 
The  major  portion  of  the  redesigning  and  modification  of  the  eight  sheet-fed 
rotary  presses  installed  for  the  dry  intaglio  printing  of  currency,  32  subjects 
to  the  sheet,  has  been  completed.  Research  and  testing  relating  to  inks, 
papers  and  press  materials  used  in  rotary  currency  printings  are  continuing, 
and  the  quality  of  the  printed  impression  has  been  improved. 

As  a result  of  the  technical  improvements,  together  with  various  procedural 
changes,  spoilage  in  the  32-subject  currency  production  has  decreased  from 
40  per  cent  in  October,  1957,  to  8.3  per  cent  June  30,  1958  and  the  cost

The 
genuine  ones  had  very  fine  lines.  Spurious  ones  have  only  dots.  Look 
especially  at  the  M in  Mint  and  the  inner  part  of  the  P -D  -P  in  Philadelphia. 
The  original  has  fine  lines  inside.  The  others  have  blank  spaces.  Caveat 
emptor!
